Corruption Is Delayed Until Decem­ 


ber. 


W ashington, Aug. 19.—After under­ 
going a severe 
lam basting a t the 
hands of R epresentative Arnberry, of 
Ohio, chairm an of the selections com­ 
m ittee No. I, Representative C. C. Bow­ 
man, of the Eleventh Pennsylvania die 
trict, succeeded in getting the house 
to postpone consideration of the con­ 
test for his seat brought against him 
by George R. McLean, who was Bow 
man s Democratic opponent in the con 
giessioual election of 1910. 
It was the arrangem ent to take up 
the Bow in an-Mc Lean contest in the 
house, the m ajority of elections com 
m ittee No. I having reported that 
Bowman's title was besm irched by 
corruption and intim idation, and that 
his seat should be declared vacant. 
But the Democratic leaders discov­ 
ered that Bowman had induced the 
Republicans to organize a filibuster 
against the passage of the redrafted 
legislative appropriation bill in order 
to prevent action 
on the contested 
election case. 
To avoid the threaten­ 
ed delay in passing the appropriation 
bill the Democrats had agreed to put 
the election case over to the Decem­ 
ber session, provided the contestee 
himself would ask for postponement. 
When the election case was called 
up Bowman made request for delay, 
but unfortunately for him, in stating 
his reasons, he included the alleged 
illness of Chairman Ansberry jot the 
com m ittee as one of them. 
Mr. Ans 
berry didn’t like this, and taking the 
floor he declared he was ready and 
anxious to go with the case, no m at­ 
ter how’ many days It might take to 
dispose of it. 
Ile went on to say that 
he was willing, however, that the caa© 
should be postponed lf Bowman was 
willing to rest for months under the 
grave charges made against him In 
the report of the com mittee and seek 
re-election to congress 
under such 
conditions. 
Then Mr. Ansberry 
proceeded to 
read from the testim ony tending to 
show that Bowman and his agents bad 
been guilty of intim idating voters and 
of conniving at the illegal voting ol 
unnaturalized aliens. 
If Bowman was willing to rest un 
der these charges until next Decern 
ber and go through a campaign with 
them hanging over him, Mr. Ansberry 
said he would not object to the post 
ponement. 
Finally It was agreed that 
the case should go over until next aes 
aion. 
By this arrangem ent Bowman will 
rem ain on the payroll for three or 
four m onths longer, which no doubt 
had a good deal to do with h it aux 
iety for postponement. 


Final A djournm ent Depends on Atti­ 


tude of President and Vetoing of 


M easures.

His veto of 
the latter m easure last week was bas­ 
ed upon its provisions for the aliolish- 
ment of the commerce court and the 
establishm ent of a seveivyear tenure 
in the civil service, and the house 
again has risked the veto by passing 
the m easure with the commerce court 
provision in it. 
The senate will de­ 
term ine early in the week whether 
or not it will indorse the m easure in 
this form. 
lead ers of both house# are confi­ 
dent that the remaining work on the 
overdue appropraitlon bills can be dis­ 
posed of in three days, with the con­ 
tingencies of the presidential veto re­ 
moved. The president has made it 
clear to m em bers of both houses that 
he does not favor the free toll pro 
vision of the Panama canal bill, but 
he has not as yet asserted a purpose 
to veto that measure. 
Thus far congress had not succeed 
sd In overriding any of the president's 
vetoes, and it is not considered likely 
that either the legislative appropria­ 
tion bill, or the Panama canal bill can 
be repassed by a two-thirds vote if 
vetoed this week. 
Th© tariff and ap 
propriation, which th© house has re­ 
passed over the veto, have failed in 
the senate, and the single bill which 
the senate 
repassed, 
that affecting 
claims on the Corbett irrigation tun 
Del. failed by six votes of repaving 
In the house. 
The sundry civil appropriation hill, 
in which the appropriation of $225,000 
for the tariff hoard is at issue, Is ap­ 
proaching settlem ent In the confer­ 
ence committee. 
Out of 259 items In 
the $116,000,000 bill upon which the 
two houses agreed, all except about 
fifty have been settled, and an agree­ 
ment on those is expected early this 
week 
, 
The house asked the senate to com­ 
promise the naval fight on a one b at­ 
tleship basis, and an agreem ent on 
the naval bill Is expel ted Immediately. 
Other m easures will not take much 
tim e for completion. 
The senate will 
take up the six year presidential term 
resolution, the uniform bill of lading 
m easure, and the bureau of labor bill 
this week. 
All legislation, aside from 
appropriation bills. Is likely to I** lab) 
aside, however, in the desire to com 
plete the session by Thursday, or at 
least by the end of the week.
